In the communion of that church she lived and 
died. Her mortal remains were deposited by her own par- 
ticular request* in the family burying-ground of her son-in- | 
law, Col. Fielding Lewis, where they now rest by the side | 
of her descendants, relations, &c.

Washington has but one grandson now living, Major Law- 
rence Lewis, of Alexandria; that she has many great-grand 
children, some of them in Fredericksburg and its vicinity, one 
of them the wife of the writer, and he himself otherwise 
connected with the family"—but that none of these have 
been cousulted on the matter; and it is added, ** as due to 
the public under the circumstances of the case, that the re- 
latives of Mrs. Washington will not consent to the removal 


of her ashes for any such purpose as the one now proposed, 


and the writer has good reason tor believing and saying that | 


the respectable proprietor of the burying ground will not 
agree to their removal in violation of their filial feeljngs. 
These know that it was a matter of particular request on the 
part of the deceased that she should he buried where she 
nowreposes.* ‘For no ordinary purpose, therefore, can they 
consent to any measure which in its execution would vio- 
Jate her dying words.’

By the packet ship Charles Carroll, Captain, Clark, the 
editors of the Gazette have received their usual supply of 
French journals to the 16th of April, inclusive, from which 
they have made such selections as possess the most interest. 

The rumor of the eapture of Diebitsch and his corps is 
not confirmed—but the continuedguccess of the Poles on 
the 1st of April is. Warsaw accounts to the 4th are receiv- 
ed. The bulletin given below.of General Szrynecki, ofthe 
operations of the Ist of April, is the only important addi- 
tional particalar. The rumor of Diebitsch’s capture was 
circulated in Paris on the 15th and 16th ult.; but, accord- 
ing to the Gazette de France of~the 16th, had no other 
foundation than supposition—the courier from Warsaw 
having brought nothing later than the 2d of April.

Warsaw, April 4.—The 
yesterday to the commander in-chief, by M. Plichta, counsellor, se- 
cretary general of the government who found him at Minsk, where 
he had gained a fresh victory. 

The colors captured from the enemy were brought in to-day by 
Captain Leski, aid to the commander-in-chief, who had left him at 
Kaluszin. From yesterday till to day at noon, more than 7000 pri- 
soners have been brought in, and others are constantly arriving ; we 
have already received 91 cannon and sent after 11 more. The num- 
ber of officers, superior and inferior, already amounrs to 60. 

Our batallions are increasing and are reinforced by new defend- 
ers. Those of the prisoners who were born in the ancient Polish 
provinces, ask permission to enter our regiments, in order to fight 
with us for the deliverance of our comnron country. Yesterday, 
nearly 300 assembled near the palace of the government, and signi- 
fied their wish to serve in future in our ranks. 

The brave officer of the Sth line, Felix Lubienski, received in the 
memorable battle of the 25th, a dangerous wound in the face: it 
was but a short time since that a ball was extracted from his body. 
He could scarcely raise himself up, when hearing the sound of a 
cancon, in spite of the prayers and supplications of his relations, he 
made his escape and joined his regiment. No, he constantly re- 
peated, I will not suffer my brave tirailleurs to kill the muscovites 
without me. é 

April 2.—The brilliant victory of yesterday was owing tothe high 
ly spirited movements of the commander-in-chief. These were exe- 
cuted with such dispatch and secrecy, that the inhabitants of the 
capital, although the affair happened under their very eyes, received 
the news of the action and the victory atthe same moment. The 
smallest precautions were not neglected at the moment of taking 
up the line of march, the bridge, (Praga) was covered with straw 
during the night in order that the noise of our artillery should not 
betray our attack. It is said that the victory would have been still 
more important, had it not been for the enthusiasm of our army, who 
the moment they descried the Russians, threw themselves amoung 
them at the point of the bayonet. The enemy promptly retired in 
confusion ; but attempted to rally again in the afternoon near Cem- 
be, the result of which is known. he prisoners form a part of the 
24th and 25th division, the whole of the 95th are prisoners. The 
sons of Warsaw, a regiment equipped at the expense of the city, 
were for the first time in action, and gave proof of great valor. Their 
commander, Col. Romerino, aici them during the action. The 
squadron of Posen made a vigorous charge on the Russian infantry. 
It is consoling to know that our loss is very incorsiderable; ona 
field cf battle covered with dead bodies, there is scarcely one, Pole 
to ten Russians. They have been collecting the prisoners during t he 
whole day ; the hired carriages are constantly engaged ™ transport- 
ing the Russian wounded, who are treated with the utmost humanity

LATE AND IMPORTANT FROM EUROPE. 

ANOTHER GREAT VICTORY OF THE POLES 

OVER THE RUSSIANS—LOSS OF THE BRI- 
| TISH REFORM BiLL—PROROGATION OF 
THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT AND OF THE 
FRENCH CHAMBERS. 
The packet ship Napoleon, Capt. Smith, arrived last 
evening from Liverpool, onthe 24th April, by which arrival 
| we are furnished wiih London papers to the morning of the 
| day of sailing. We issued a second and a third edition of 
| yesterday's paper last eveaing, containing the substance of 
the important intelligence by this arrival, all of which, with 
| many additional details, is contained in our paper to-day. 
| Reports of a new and decisive victory obtained by the 
| Poles over the main body of the Russians under Diebitsch 
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‘on the 7th April, had reached Paris from such a variety of | 


| sources as to leave little doubt of its correctness. Accord- 
ing tosome accounts the Russians lost 12,000 men and 60 
‘pieces of cannon, and were, with their commander, in full 
| flight. Other statements raise the loss of the Russians to 
| 25,000 men in killed, wounded, and prisoners, and include 
among the latter, Marshal Diebitsch himself. ‘The scene 
| of action is said to have been the banks of the Bug. From 
all quarters the spread of insurrection in Lithuania was ré& 
ported with increased confidence. 
In addition to the hear‘-cheering news from Poland, we 
‘have the extraordinary but gratifying intelligence that both 
‘the English and the French Kings have acted the parts of 
‘reformers, according to the wishes of their people, by pro- 
“rogning aristocratic parliaments with a view to replace them 
by those more inclived to accord with the reforming spirit 
‘of the times. Of William the Fourth, republicans as we

The French Chambers were prorogued on Wednesday,

There were for the bill 74, against it 45, blank votes (taken 
| as negatives) 14. 
The prorogation of the British Parliament took place on 
the 22d April by the King in person, in consequence of a 
vote on the reform question, by whichthe ministers were 
defeated by asmall majority. ‘This event excited the live- 
liest satisfaction throughout London, and vigorous prepa- 
rations for a re-election had already been commenced. 

The speeches of the French and English kings, and all 
the particulars of the prorogations, will be found under 
‘their proper heads.

PROROGATION OF PARLIAMENT. : 
Ilis Majesty went in state to prorogue the two Houses of Parlia- 
ment this day. Although a general expectation prevailed that Par- 
liament would be prorogued, few persons were aware that his Ma- 
| jesty would pror gue it in person. Among the lower classes none 
| could be acquainted with it till the preparation for the ceremony be- 
porate aetna one o’clock. The formation of lines of Policemen in 
Parliament street, soon after that time, conveyed to the public an 
intimation of what was to happen, and very soon the houses on the 
line of his Majesty’s route, and the streets, were crowded with spec- 
tators. The King was enthusiastically received by the people, who 
seemed sensible that he had come abroad ona good cause, and 
checred him all the way down to the House, and all the way on his 
return. No doubt, if more time had been allowed, a much greater 
crowd would have been collected. His Majesty was accompanied 
in his state carriage, drawn by cream colored horses, by (we believe) 
Lord Hill, and preceded by two other stately sxoipeges. On his 
arrival at Old Palace yard, the crowd to see his Majesty e very 
dense, and the cheers were very enthusiastic. 4 
Their Lordships began to assemble at two o'clock, principally 
dressed in their robes. Among the earliest in were the 
Duke of Cumberland, the Archbishop of Canterbury, Lord Durham, 
Lord Clanricarde, Lar!

The LORD.CHANCELLOR immediately said—My Lords and 
Gentlemen, it is his Majesty’s Royal will and pleasure that this Par- 
liament be prorogued to Tuesday, the 10th of May next, to be then 
and there holden, and this Parliament is accordingly Prorogued till 
Tuesday, the 10th of May next. 

As soon as his Majesty had concluded he descended from the 
Throne and retired. 

The Members of the House of Commons left the House of Peers. 
The Peers gradually retired, and thus ended the sittings of the Par- 
liament which had began by ousting the Duke of Weilington’s Min- 
istry for opposing Reform, and @haded by refusing the Supplies to a 
Ministry that is friendly to Reform. 

His Majesty immediately proceeded to the Palace, and was again 
every where greeted with enthusiastic cheers. The people calling 
out, * Down with Boroughmongering,” ‘** We thank your Majesty,” 
** God bless your Majesty for thinking of your people,” ‘* Long live 
King William.” 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

The Speaket, attired in his full etate robes, entered the House 
shortly after two o’clock, at which time there must have been be- 
tween four and five hundred members present. The body of the 





Lord Wuarncurre said, he was in his situation as a Peer of 


that house, and he should take the liberty of demanding to be heard. 
He had given notice of a Motion which he would not then preface 
with any observations, but which he would, according to the notice, 
take leave to read.

and deliberate discussion which the importance of such an event de- 
manded. 

The Lorp Cuancentor at this moment entered the House, and im. 
mediately addressing it, said, with great emphasis—‘'I never yet 
heard that the Crown ought notto dissolve Parlrament whenever it 
thought fit, particulary at a moment when the House of Commons 
had thought fit to take the extreme and unprecedented step of re- 
fusing supplies {loud cries of hear, hear! and also at the same time 
cries of ** the King !’’ and altogether immense confusion. The Lod 
Chancellor immediately left the House to receive the King before 
his entering to take his seat on the Throne]. 5 

The Marquess of Lonponperry called loudy again, and his calls 
were accompanied by those of others, for the Earl of Shaftesburry 
to take the Chair. 

The Earl of Sartesnury took the Chair amidst cries of ‘‘ order, 
order! chair, chair! Order of she Day, Order of the Day! shame, 
shame, shame! the King, the King!’ It is impossible to describe the 
confusion, the noise, and impetuosity that prevailed frdm one end of 
the House to the other. No election meeting could present a grea- 
ter scene of confusion short of one in which actual blows were pass- 
ing. The Peeresses present seemed alarmed. Some of the Peers 
were, as it appeared to us in the confusion, almost scuffling, and 
shook their hands at each other as ifin greatanger. At last 

Lord Mansrie_p obtained a hearing, and said that he never, in 
the whole course of his life, had witnessed such a scene, and he 
trusted he never should sec the like again. He had heard with as- 
tonishment, from the Noble and Learned Lord, that it was incum- 
bent on the King to dissolve Parliament when the House of Com- 
mons had taken the extreme and unprecedented step of refusing sup- 
Ile desired to use no intemperate expression ; but as far as 
God had given him, perhaps, an imperfect share of understanding, 
he felt that the King and the country were now about to be placed 
in a most awful predicament, such as they never had been in before. 
He would not accuse his Majesty’s Ministers with any thing like a 
want of charity, but he did accuse them of weakness, and of conspi- 
ring together against theveafety of the State, and of making the Sov 
ereign the instrument ofhis own destruction [loud hear, hear! and 
great confusion.| Upon the question of Reform he had not stated

It was the result of the Counc:is of those who had advised the King 
to adopt a plan of Reform, such as they themselves had never before 
thought of, and such as they had never hoped to carry even when 
they presented it to Parliament, presenting it merely to show that 
they redeemed their pledge, and applying, at the same time, with 
mendicant intimidity, to their antagonists, to suggest a better plan. 
It was not, in fact a dissolution of Parliament they now meant, but 
it was what they themselves candidly confessed they wished to have 
—namelv, a reformed House of Parliament. And why did they 
want a reformed House of Parliament? To gratify, they said, the 
people. But what did the Petitions of the people pray for? They 
prayed indecd for a reform of Parliament, but they prayed for that 
for which they expected it would give them. Their desire in the 
first instance, was to have a reduction of taxes, which they knew 
could not take place without a previous reduction of the National 
Debt ; next the reduction of sinecures, next the reduction of sala- 
ries, and next the appropriation of that species of property which 
has hitherto been called Church property, toan entirely different 
purpoee. First of all, too, they wanted that every householder in

Silence having been obtained, though not ti!l one or two clamor- 
ous expressions must have reached the Royal ear, his Majesty, ac- 
companied by his attendants, entered the House. His Majesty 
mounted the Throne with a firm step, seated himself, and immedi- 
ately bowed on the right and left, saying he begged their Lordships 
to be seated. 

His Majesty was surrounded by a numerous body of the Royal 
Household. Earl Grey bore the Sword of State, and the Lord Chan- 


| cellor stood at the King’s right hand, holding the Purse bearing the 





Great Seals. His oe wore the uniform of an Admiral beneath 
the Royal Robes, and looked, we are happy t say, remarkably well. 

The Commons were summoned to attend at the Bar, and soon 
appeared, preceded by Sir Thomas Tyrwhir, the Gentleman Usher 
of the Black Rod. The Speaker was aecompanied by about 100 
Members, who rushed in so tumultuously that the Speaker was 
obliged to call them to order. 

The place below the Bar was now completely crowded, and con- 
siderable confusion momentarily ensucd. 

The Srzaxer, on reaching the Bar, brought up the Civil List Bill 
and several others, and on ogg them, prefaced his doing so 
with a brief Address to the King. 

The great crowd and confusion below the Bar prevented us hear- 
ing the few words spoken by the Right Hon. Gentleman. 

cokes Bills then received the royal assent, amongst which were 
the Civil List Bill, the County rates Bill, the River Wye Navigation 
Bill, the Liverpool and Manchester Railway Bill, the Preston Rail- 
way Bull, and a great number of private ‘ills. 

The sight at this moment was very imposing, when it is consider- 
ed that the Three Estates of the Realm were assembled on portage 
the most important occasion in the history of the country. The 
great act of Prorogation was then proceeded with. His Majesty, 
putting on his glasses, read the following Speech in the most firm, 
dist nct, and audible manner :— 


** My Lords and Gentlemen, 

“I have come to meet you forthe purpose of proroguing this Par- 
liament, with a view to its immediate dissolution. 

‘* | have been induced to resort te this mearure for the purpose of 
ascertaining the sense of My People, in the way in which it can be 
most constitutionally and authentically expressed, on the expedien- 
cy of making such changes in the Representation as circumstances 
may appear to require, and which, founded upon the acknowledged 
principles of the Constitution, may tend at once to uphold the just 
rights and prerogatives of the Crown, and to give security to the 
liberties of the People. 

* Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 

‘I thank you for the provision you have made for the mainte- 
nance of the honor and dignity of the Crown, and I offer you my spe- 
cial acknowledgments for the arrangements you have made for the 
state and comfort of My Royal Consort; I have also to thank you 
for the supplies which you have furnished for the public service ; I 
have observed with satisfaction your endeavors to introduce a strict 
economyInto every branch of that service ; and I trust that the ear- 


house was crammed, and there were 1 great many members in the 
side galleries. The Speaker took the chair precisely at twenty mi- 
nutes past two o’clock, and called on Mr. Hodges.

I 
boldly avow that that is my feeling and my object—[loud cries and 
shouts of hear hear.) For, Sir, it cannot be denied that we have 
lost the balance of power between the English and irish members— 
Thear, hear.} 1 do not, Sir, blame the Roman Catholic Priests for 
the part they have taken in returning members to this House. I 
only censure those measures which gave them the power—[hear, 
hear.] We were told, Sir, the other night, that Mr. O’Connell 
would be brought up for judgment. This must be merely rumour. 
I will aek, Sir, dare the administration of this country contend 
against the influence of the Hon. member for Waterfo-d, if they 
have not made acompact? [Hear.] The repeal of the Union must

{Tremendous sheuts of hear.] They ought to know that no new go- 
vernment had much regard for the debts of an old one. [Hear.|— 
Let, sir, the freeholders not deceive themselves. Let them not lay 
the flattering unction to their souls, that their property was safe, or 
that the funds would not be touched. [hear.] Why, sir, the very 
men now in power, those who advised the King to dissolve, in order 
to keep their places; those very men have always contended that 
the money was to carry on an unnecessary and useless war. jLoud 
cries of ** Question! !’’)

Sir R. Vyvvan said—Mr. Speaker, I am sorry to see the law you 
have laid down gainsaid. [Hear.] 

Lord Joun Russet rose. We heard him make use of the words,

wards, from the confusion that prevailed, it was impossible to catch.

Lonpon, Sunday, April 24.—In e pre vious column will be found 
the particulars of the prorozation, or rather dissolution, of Parlia- 
ment. In the exercise of this responsible aud extreme power, vest- 
ed in bis hands by the constitation, it must be admitted, even by the 
enemies of the Reform Bill, that bis Majesty has merely obeyed the 
almost unanimous wishes of the nation. It is true, that the demand 
was first indicated by the clamor of the mob, but it is equally wue 
that it is now pronounced by the best part of the intelligence of the 
three kingdoms. Thecry wascommenced by a party with the coun- 
try in the negative, but it is now taken up by the country, with the 
party in the negative. It is right to do that on behalf of the nation 
which the nation demands. This, therefore, can form no dangerous 
precedent for an arbitrary minister, or a despotic monarch, since the 
act is neither aibitiary nor despotic, but done with the fiee will of 
the people. We should hésitate to approve of a measure so deci- 
sive in character, and so comprehensive in results, at a juncture so 
difficult and momentous as the present, were it not that it can lead 
to no revolution but that of the few against the many, and that, bow- 
ever it may affect the ultimate interests, it in no way compromises 
the immediate liberty, rights, or desires of the nation at large. 

The representative system is now fairly on trial before the elec 
tors, and it is best so. They are the fittest judges in their own case, 
now that the public mind is wrought up to such a height of energy 
and enthusiasm, The position in which England is placed is unex- 
ampled in the annals of her history. Since the repeal of the penal 
laws affecting the Catholics in 1829, liberai principies have beer ad- 
vancing with miraculous rapidity. ‘They could not be much longer 
withstood, even if the Ministry were opposed to reform. Perhaps, 
on the contrary, that would have accelerated their progress. A calm 
examination of the probable consequences of the debates during the 
week, and the issue of the proceedings on Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings, when the minister was deieated by two several ma- 
jorities of eight and twenty-two, will, we think, satisfy ali ra- 
tional men that much of the revolutionary spina that was gra- 
dually r:sing into tangible manifestation will be repressed by this 
bold dissolution of Farliament. Had the people witnessed the 
continued triumph of those whom they believe to be their enemies— 
had fresh and nightly opportunities been given to the boroughmong- 
ers for unpopular declamations and fierce invectives—had the bill, 
incoir plete as it was, been suffered to be mangled in committee, and 
then sent back, bandied, ‘ike the rejected and helpless of all partits, 
betwee, the contemp! of the two houses—the issue would haye been 
more terrible in every respect than may be fairly anticipated even from 
the fearful struggle that is yet to take place in every town, viliege and 
hundred inthe country. The fact oj the elec'ions being simultaneous, 
will do much towards staying the violence of the borough party, nnd 
a so towards reducing their power. In Irelond there will be much 
anarchy for a time, and many deadly feuds between families and dis- 
sociated factions: but the contest would come one day or another, and 
it is better that it should come at once than that it be allowed .o acquire 
increased motives to es by paltering subterfuge and delay. 

At this moment the popularity of the government is at its height, 
Every movement on the part of the King is followed by demonstrations 
of attachment. The fervor that prevails toroughout London at the mo- 
ment we write surpasses any similar state of excitation within our me- 
mory Yet the streets are tranquil and there is no external sign of that 
rejoicing which fil's the minds of the great majority. 

Up tothe moment of going to press, we have not heard any thing 
from the Con ine..t, which can add to the impor‘ant intelligence under 
our regular heads. The Polish victory is confirmed beyond question, 
Prussia is suspected of an intenticn te join the autocrat against the re- 
viving hopes of Poland. This intelligence, we are heppy to say, is 
doubtful. The troo; s of the confederation pause in their advance on 
Luxembourg. Paris is more tranquil, Austria and the Pope pide 
over the necks of the insurgent Italians. Evcry eye is fixed on Eng- 
land now.

According to some, the Russians | pet 12,000 
men and 60 pieces of cannon, and were, with the Commander in 
Chief, in full flight. Other statements raise the loss of the Rus- 
sians to 25.000 men in killed wounded, and prisoners, and in- 
cludes among the latter, Marshal Diebitsch himself. The scene 
of action is said to have becn on the banks of the Bug. From 
ail querters the spread of insurrection im Lithuania was report- 
.d with increased confidc nee.

After openingthe parcel, the Minister read aloud 
the off'r of the contractors, who were Messts. Aguxdo, Cottier, 
Blane, Colin & Co., Davillurs, Rothschild brothers; Dclatrante, 
Ferrerc, Lafitte & Co., Fouid & Co., Fould, Oppenneim, Fla- 
germann, G. Oder, Pill: t, Williams, end Wells (all residing in 
Paris), by which they proposod to take the loan of 120 millions 
“fat the rate of 82 francs 10 centimes for every five frencs of 
Rentes.” The Minister was here interrupted by » burst of mur- 
murs frem the auditory; several persons exclaimed that it was 
too low at the moment the rete of the change was 87 francs. 
The Minister of Finance resumsd. Tee offerto contract further 
stated that the office of the proposed contra: tors was at No. 15, 
Rue Lafitte— the house of one of the m‘mbers of the Company— 
and that they had commission. d M. Rothschild to act in ther 
commen interest, 

‘This offer,” said Baron Louis, ‘being beneath the minimum 
fixed by Government, no adjudication can take place—(bravos 
and applause.) I shell now acquaint you with the amount of 
that minimum, and in its formal terms. The Minister of Finance 
ceclares, agreeably to the 4th article of the arrete of Marel 27, 
that the minimum price at which the loan will be adjudicated 
will be at the rate of 84 francs fot 5 franes rentes.’

The Paris Journals contain much reference to the abortive 
attempt at creatinga disturbance on Saturday lest, which attempt 
is now sought to be attributed to speeniatorsin the Funds, and 
certain parties believed to be in some degree interested in the pro- 
posed bidding for thejnew loan.

OPERATION UPON HOO LOO, THE CHINESE, FOR A FOUN. 
FOOT TUMOUR, IN GUY’S HOSPITAL. 

BY AN EYE WITNESS. 

| In consequence of Saturdny last being the day appotuted for re- 
| moving the extraordinary abdomina! tumour from the Chinese, Hoo 
| Loo, and the particulars connected with his arrival in this country 
| for that purpose having been publicly noticed by the daily Press, 
| Guy’s Hospital, at an early hour in the morning, was absolutely be- 
'sieged by the most celebrated medical and scientific menin the 
| neighborhood of the metropolis. The authorities at Guy’s, being 
| aware of the great anxicty of every genticraan connected with the 
| profession to witness this most formidable and very extraordinary 
“operation, and it being generally understood that the senior surgeon 
'ot Guy’s (Mr. Aston Key) was to officiate upon the occasion, Satur- 
i dav (whieli is considered as a dies non at this establishment) was 

selected, in preference to the usual operation day, (Tuesday) in or- 
4 der that the sumber of non-professionals, who were expected on the 


| rormer day in the ensuing week, might not obstruct the course of 


| proceeding. This precaution, however, proved useless ; the num- 
bers provided with tickets who were assembled on the stairs, and in 
the lobby, before 12 o’ciock, being more than sufficient to have filled 
| the operating theatre over and over again. 
| Amongst the crowd of medical, scientific, and non-medical indi- 
| viduals who were present to witness the operation, we may enume- 
| rate the following :—Sir A. Cooper, Mr. Copeland Hutchinson, Mr. 
Titus Rerry, Mr. Parke (brother of Mungo Parke), Dr, Stroud, Dr. 
Bright, Mr. Scott, Dr. Pidcock, Mr. Morgan, Mr. B. Cooper, Dr. 
Hodgkin, Mr. Callaway, Mr. Green, Mr. Travers,&c. At 1 o’clock 
+ Sir C. Cooper entered the operating theatre, and stated, that in con- 
| sequence of the smaliness of the size, and the number who would 
thus be precladed witnessing the operation, i would take place in 
the large anatomical theatre, whither a rush was immediately made 
by those assembled ; and although this theatre will hold nearly one 
thousand persons, it was crammed in every part within two minutes 
of thédoors being opened. About half past one, Hoo Loo was ush- 
ered into the theatreby the sister and nurses of the ward * Luke,” 
| with that appearance of good humour in his countenance (* langh- 
| ing, buoyant, aud spirited”) which he has beca remarkable for man- 
ifesting ever since his intreduction at Guy’s. Indeed he appeared 
to interest every one present in his ** future fate ;” and no one be- 
trayed a greater feeling of anxiety (without a partic.e of nervous- 
hess or trepidation) to bring the operation to a successful issue, 
tnan Mr. Key. This was an anxious moment to all parties. Every 
one appeared confident of a fortunate termination, in consequence 
of the well-known skill and experience of Mr. Key, and the excel- 
lent spirits of the Chinese, which never forsook him until nature be- 
came exhausted, as the sequel will prove. It is, perhaps, necessa- 
ry to observe that Mr. Key was assisteu throughout the operation 
by Sir A. Cooper, Mr. Czllaway, Mr. B. Cooper, Dr. Addison, My. 
Morgan, and other eminent individuals connected with the Hospi- 
tal. ° 

The patient being laid on the tble, reclining on pillows, the oper- 
ation was commenced by making two eliptical incisions from the 
outer margin of the peduncle or tumour to the spinous process of 
ithe pubes on each sidé. ‘The knife was then carried forward 
| along the upper part of the tumour so as to raise a flap of integument, 
which was turned back. A semijunar incision was then made oun 
each side, and two flaps of integument detached. These incisions 
| exposed some very large subcutaneous veins, which afforded consid- 
| erable hemorrhage, and were obliged to be secured by ligature be- 
| fore the operator could proceed. ‘Ihe neck of the tumour was next 
; detached from above, aud the spermatic cords laid bare; and fur- 
| ther dissection quickly exposed the rootofthe penis. The patient 
| being very much exhausted by the pain and the loss of blood, Mr. 

Bey doubted the propriety of attempting to save the whole of the or- 
| gane concealed in the tamour; and Sir A. Cooper coinciding in 
| the opinion that the attempt would expose him to too much hazard, 
it was abandoned ; and the cords, &c. having been secured by liga- 
ture, were divided. The masssof the tmour was then dissected by 
a few strokes of the knife, from the perineum, and the lower flaps 
of the integument being turned back, it became entirely detached 
from the patient’s wa : : z 

During the whole of the operation the patient appeared to be an- 
asvally atfected by the loss of blood, which, in the whole of the 
operation, did not excecd 16 ounces, and entirely venous. The only 
arteries, besides those of the cords, requiring to be secured, were 
two small ones at the upper part of the swelling, from which not 
more than half an ounce of blood escaped. The patient continu- 
ing to be faint after the operation was completed, small! quantities 
ef brandy were administered, as it had been during its progress; 
and time was allowed him before dressing the wound to recover. In 
the mean time many gentlemen who were present, among whom 
was Sit A. Cooper, left the theatre, in the expectation that he would 
‘speedily rally from his faintness. Fresh air was allowed to blaw 
over him, and warm applications were applied to his feet and chest ; 
but his fainting condition beginning at length to excite apprehen- 
sions in the mind of the surgeon, brandy was freely injected into the 
stomach without producing any reaction of the heart; and it ap- 
pearing evident that, without some further measures, the heart’s ac 
Aion would altogether cease, transfusion of blood was had recourse 
to, and eight ounces, which were kindly furnished by a medical 
pupil, whose name we are unacquainted with, were thrown into the 
vein of the arn. Al!) efforts, however, proved fruitless, and he 
sunk. 

The question naturally arises, what other steps could have been 
taken to have insured success to the operation, and whether any 
other mode of proceeding would have been attended with less risk? 
The great danger apprehended by all the surgeons who expressed 
their opinions on the subject was the hemorrhage that might take 
place: and in the prevention of hemorrhage the operator adopted 
every ible precaution, by securing each vessel as it was divided, 
and waiting a cunsiderable period at the successive stages of the 
operation, to allow him to recover, and to have ry ima administer- 
edtohim. ‘The operation thu8 became delayed beyond the usual 
period by the above precaution. Had the operator manifested im- 
patience, or a wish to perform the o ion speedily at any riek to 
the —, life, he would have justly laid himself open tocensure ;

The Philheitenist, 
Mr. Gordon, has quitted the Morea, and is at present at Zante. In 
the Ionian Islands, orders have been received from the Goverament 
at home that the Lord High Commissioner should insist ov the Il 
ands paying the oy of the British treeps stationed there for 
their protection. Tworegiments have been sent away, and it ts 
expected another will follow, when there will be 3,000 men disiribu- 
ted through the seven Islands. The lonian flotilla 1s paid eff.” 

Steam Carriage.— There is now a steam carriage which runs twice 
'a day from Gloucester to Cheltenham, and back again. It rans on 
| the turnpike road, and the steam carriage draws an ordinary stage 
| coach after it. It performs its journey, which is nine miles, in about 
the same time as the coaches drawn by horses. The ground be- 
tween Gloucester and Cheltenham is extremely level, the greatest 
ascent not being much more than that in Piccadilly, opposite Lord 
Cholmondeley’s. Up such an ascent as that the steam carriage does 
not go at much above four miles an hour. The steam carriage itselt 
is about the size of a stege coach, but it is more in the form of a cha- 
riot, with the windows out, and in it sit eight passengers. In the 
front is a sort of coach box, with a horizontal wheel, which has four 
handles on its circumference, by which the carriage is steered. In 
the body are the passengers, and the carriage there is what looks 
very much like avery large hind boot of a stage coach. ‘This con- 
tains the fire-place and boiler, and on this 1s the chimney, which 
does not give out the common black smoke of a steam-engine chim- 
ney, but a sort of thin and transparent vapor. Under the carriage 
is a good deal of machinery, and the carringe is propelicd by this 
machinery acting on the hind wheels. The wheels are similar to 
the wheels of a stage coach, but made stronger and they are wider 
in the tire. When in motion the steam carriage does not make 
much more noise than an ordinary carriage; and it conveys eight 
persons in the steam carriage itself, and four inside and ten outside 
passengers in the stage coach that is attached to it.

ure, functions, and diseases of the human being.” (Here follow the 
signatures. )—Dublin Morning News Letter.
